He, however, took no notable part in politics. 
His colleague, Galbraith *(who, with Dr. 
Samuel tlaughton, produced a once-celebrated 
series of scientific manuals). left the groves of 
Academe to take a leading place in the small 
band of Protestant Home Kulers who, in th 
middle of the ‘eighties, caused some distress in 
the Unionist ranks. About the same time 
Culverwell was making a name for himself on 
EA rr platíorms. 1 remember seeing in a 
m shop window in my home town a piece 
of anti-Home Rule music dedicated ta E.P.U, 
But Culverwell’s Unionism was not’, more 
Be ger than ingram’s nationalism ;, both 
growing. minds, and their minds grew 
differently. Ingram settled down to the life 
of a Col Don, filling various offices, and 
ending as Vice-Provost. Privately, he was a 
ilosopher who, following Auguste Comte, 
succeeded in venerating Humanity,. “ the 
great Being, which is at once the Power that 
ventrols our destimes and the loving parent 
that sustains and adcrns our material ‘and

In the ‘nineties Trinity still had the 
brilliant John Bagnell Bury among her 
Fellows... He became Regius Professor of 


Greek in 1898, but he had already distin- 
guished himself in the field of history, 
ancient and modern. In 1902 he succeeded 


Chair of Modern History till his death in 
1927. The sequence was what is now-a-days 
called intriguing. Lord Acton was a Roman 
Catholic; Buty was not even a Christian. 
Both, however, were lovers of liberty, though 
‘Acton’ found his love of it compatible with 
membership of a  despotically governed 
Church, and Bury scorned all churches; as is 
shown plainly in his “ History of Freedom 
and Thought.”’ ' 

Trinity 's most celebrated historian in those 
es was nut a member of the staff either as 
fellow or Professor  Lecky was one oí the 
University’s two Psrliamentary representa- 
tives.

‘ CARPATHIAN CONTRASTS ” 


TO ‘THE EDTTOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 


Sir,—I read with much interest the article" 


entitled, ‘Carpathian Contrasts,’ by 
‘* Nichevo,’’ in your issue of November 24th. 
There is so littie known of this part of the 
world that an on it can only 
heartily welcomed. 

Podkapatska Rus is a region which plays 
a very important, although, until recentiy. 
a mostly passive, | part in the turbulent 
politics of Central Europe, yet this fact is not 
realised by the outside world. Your corre- 
spondent’s article would have had still more 
value had it been supported by a deeper study 
of social and political conditions in the region 
described, And such a study would have 
prevented him from certain misrepresenta- 
tions, which, however, are quite understand- 
ab: — aR with a casual visitor. 

pulation of the autonomous province 
of "Ped apatska Rus, which was formerly an 
Hungarian domain for many cvnturies, is 
predominantly Ukrainian, the same stock as 
that of the forty-five millions of Ukrainians 
across the Carpathians, The rural districts, 
especially, are pure Ukrainian, though, for 
political reasons, the Czech Government 
calls Ukrainians “ Ruthenians,” or even 
Russians.” The towns show, unavoidably, 
4 mixed population, as is the case with all 
towns in countries dominated by an alien 
race. Before the Great War Podkapatska Rus 
was Conk ta territory; since then it has 
been Czech, but, with the growth of national, 
and political, consciousness on the part of the 
Ukrainian population, the “ Babel,’ as your 
correspondent terms it, has tended to dis- 
appear. 

[ am sure your readers would be interested 
to know how this * Babel’’ is represented in 
the official Czech statistics for 1930. The total 
population of Podkapatska Rus at that date 
amounted to 725 350, of which 71.3 per cent.

Jews, 6.7 per 
cent. Magyars, Abt per cent. Czechs and 
Slovaks, 1.8 per cent. Germans, 1.8 per cent.

“ Nichevo™’ may not have best aware that 
Ukrainian; Rúthénian. or even ‘* Russian,’’ 
are all names applied to one and the same 
people—viz., the Ukrainians. From time to 
time Ukrainians protest against such arbitrary 
naming, as, for instance, on Uctober 17th, 
when some fiiteen thousand people, chietly 
Ukrainian peasants, paraded the streets of 
Uzhorod and sent resolutsons to Prague urg- 
ing the Government to ac uniform nomen- 
clature of th Ie 


at eee and the Zist of 
Novensber. ienowing the Cech Government's 
sense of justice, it may be assumed that the 
demands of tha people of Podkapatska Rus 
will finally be acceded to, thus eliminating a 
grave cause of dissatisfaction. 

It may be added here that the 4.6 per cent. 
of Creche and Slovaks shown in the official 
statistics are a new addition to the popula- 
tion, as before the Great War there was 
scarcely one Czech or Slovak in Podkapatska 
Rus. They are chiefly ofiiciale, gendarmes, 
soldiers, etc. 

I trust you will publish this letter in fair- 
ness to a people whose history of alien domi- 
nation and long-persistent patriotism should 
find a sympathetic response in the hearts of
